For the better Ordering the Tranſportation of Clothes, and other Woollen Manufactures into Germany, 


and preventing the Incroachments on the Fellowſhip of Merchants- Adventurers of England, in relation to 


their Trading in thoſe Commodities.

e d e, Dereas by Dur Royal Pꝛotlamation of the eighth of April in the fifteenth year of Dur Reign, out 
„et Dur pꝛintelp tare and pꝛovbidente to2 the conſervation and reſtauration of the Tradeof Cloth, 
RSS and all other Woollen Manulattures then made oz to be made within this Dur Kingdom ; We 
by the Advice of Dur pꝛivy Council, onthe grounds and reaſons inthe ſame Dur Pzoclamation 
WEE mentioned, did ſtrictly Will and Command that no Perſon oꝛ Perſons, Subject oz Subjects of 
SR this Dur Realm of England ſhould from thencefozth Ship, Tranſpozt, Carry, oꝛ Conbep, oꝛ tauſe 
to be Shipped, Tranſpozted, Carried oz Conveyed either from Dur City o2 Pozt. of London, oz

of Wales, and Tovon of Berwick upon Tweed; any woollen Clothes, either white Clothes, coloured Clothes Dyzeſt and 


Dyed out of the Whites, Clothes called Spaniſh Clothes, mixt, oz of one colour; oz any Bayes, Berlies, Perpetua- 
noes; oꝛ any Stockins, oꝛ other woollen Commodities whatſoever then made, oꝛ then after to be made within Dur 
Realm afozeſaid, unto any the Cities, Towns, Pozts oz other Places within the Countries of Germany 62 the ſeven- 
teen Pꝛobintes of the Netherlands, ſaving only ſuch Perſon oꝛ Perſons as then were, oꝛ after ſhould be free of, ad- 
mitted and continued as Member of the ſaid Fellowſhip of Berchants-Adventurers of England, and none others. 
Now fo2that it hath been made out to Us and Our Pziby Council, that the ſaid Fellowſhip of Perchants-Adventu- 
rers of England ſinte the publication of Pur ſaid P2oclamation habe been very much defeated of the Benefit and Advan- 
tage intended them thereby, As alſo by the ſeberal Gꝛants, Charters, and Confirmations to them by Us and Dur 
Royal Pzedecefſo2s heretofoꝛe made and granted; And partitularly by ſtrangers, Inhabitants of the Town of Ham- 
burgh in Germany, and their Factoꝛs and Agents here, whocontrary to the expꝛeſs Concozdance and Agreement made 
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and conſtituted between the ſaid Fellowoſhip of Merthants⸗ Adventurers of England and the ſaid Tovon of Hamburgh, 
have and daily do Ship, Tranſpozt, Carry and Convey the Cloth, and woollen Manulattures of this Bingdom in⸗ 


to the ſaid Low of Hawburgh, — : : : 
Fo: remedy and pꝛevention whereof, andthe like inconveniences andgrievances in the future; We have thought fit,

That no Perſon oꝛ Perſons, being Strangers. Aliens, oꝛ Inhabitants of the Town of Hamburgh afozeſaid, oz any 
Perſon oꝛ Perſons, Natives oꝛ Denizens ofthis our Kingdom oꝛ Dominion afozeſaid,foz oz in behalf ofthe Berchants 
02 Inhabitants of the ſaid Tovonof Hamburgh oz other ſtrangers, do oꝛ ſhall from hentefoꝛth Enter, Ship, Tran(- 
po2t oꝛ carry away any the woollen Clothes oz Manukactures atozeſaid out of this Dur Kingdom of England, Pomi- 


nion of Wales, and Town of Berwick upon Tweed, oz any of them, oꝛ any the Cities, Lowns, Pozts, Habens, oꝛ other 


parts oꝛ places thereof, unto the ſaid Town of Hamburgh, o2 any part oꝛ parts of Germany on the River Elve, oz on 
this ſide thereof, under pain of the ſtricteſt fozfeitures to be taken, and penalties and puniſhments to be inflicted on 
all ſuch, whether Denizens o2 Strangers, as ſhall pꝛeſume to violate Dur Royal Ulill and Pleafure herein 


declared. 


And to the end, and by the Advice afozeſaid, We further Will and Command all our Searchers, and other the 


like Officers of the Cuſtoms now and foꝛ the time being, that they oꝛ any of them do not pꝛeſume to alter any Coc- 
quet bꝛought to them oꝛ any of them from any Cuſtom-houſe, either in London oz elſewhere, foꝛ the ſhipping off of any 
Clothes o2 woollen Manufattures without a new Entry made, noz permit any ſuch Goods to be ſhipt, to be tranſ- 
poꝛted to any other Plate, Poꝛt oꝛ Haven, then in the Entry and Cocquet of the Cuſtom-houſe is oz ſhall be erpzeſſed , 
no? that they oꝛ any of them by any other ways oꝛ means whatſoever endeavour to elude and pꝛevent the dꝛift and 
ends intended and endeavoured by this and Dur ſaid fozmer Pꝛotlamation, under ſuch ſebere penalties, be it to the 
fozfeiture of their places oꝛ otherwiſe, as by the Law, oꝛby Dur Bopal Pꝛerogatibe, may juſtly be inflicted foꝛ the 
wilful neglect of their Duty, andcontempt of Dur Royal Commands in this behalf. | 

Andto the end that the Charters and Government of the ſaid Fellowſhip, and Dur Royal Will and Pleaſure to 
that intent herein, and in Our foꝛmer P2oclamation declared, may be the better put in execution, and all Dffenders 
againſt the ſame the better diſcovered and bꝛought to ſpeedy Juſtice ; We do by and with the Advice afoꝛeſaid hereby 
Till and Command aſwell the Judges of our High Court of Admiralty, as the Parſhal and under-Dfficers ofthe ſame, 
as alſo all Dur Commiſsioners and Farmers of our Cuſtoms foz the time being, and the Searchers of our Cuſtoms 
in all Dur Poꝛts of England., and the ſeveral Officers of what kind ſoeber belonging to and attending the ſervice of Dur 
Cuſtoms outwards; As alſoall Dur Admirals, Uice-Admirals, Commanders, Captains, and Officers whatſoever 
of any of Our Royal Ships, oꝛ anyof Dur Caſtles, Blockhouſes and Fozts reſpectively, and all other Dur Dificers 
and Miniſters in their ſeberal plates to be aiding and aſſiſting unto the ſaid Fellowſhip of Berchants-Adventure rs 
of England, and all ſuch as they ſhall imploy, in all matters and things tending to the ſuppoztation of the Govern-, 
ment of the ſaid Fellowſhip and regulation of their Trade, and fo2 the pꝛeſerbation of their Paiviledges, Puriſdicti- 
ons and Franchiſes by Dur Royal Pzedecefſo2s to them granted, and by Dur ſelf to them cofifirmed by Dur Letters
